After five years' preparation 
and 14 months of filming 
and processing, Walt Disney 
Productions' deep-space 
adventure/'The Black Hole,'' will 
premiere during the Christmas season. 
The multi-million dollar production 
features Oscar winning stars (Ernest 



Borgnine and Maximilian Schell), a 
young newcomer (Joseph Bottoms) 
and Academy Award-winning special 
effects staff, plus an original musical 
score by another winner, John Barry. 

The intriguing theme of the new 
Disney thriller has been the subject of 
scientific conjecture for many years 


and is currently enjoying a revival in 
the news. Black holes, located millions 
of light years from Earth, are said to 
be formed when an old star collapses. 
Their existence is speculative since 
they cannot be seen. The only telltale 
sign of a black hole is the trail of 
destruction it leaves when swallowing 
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up whole stars and oceans of inter- 
stellar gases. According to science, 
nothing entering a black hole will ever 
escape due to the intense gravita- 
tional forces within Even light cannot 
escape! Much, if not all, of what is 
known about black holes is strictly 
theoretical 


Disney Vice President of Produc- 
tion and Creative Affairs Ron Miller 
explains, "Black holes are a mystery 
even to the scientists who predicted 
them. Some speculate that time slows 
and finally stops at their edge. Others 
suggest that a black hole may be a 
path to another universe!' 


The task of creating an image of 
a phenorhenon with so nebulous a 
description has been left to Holly- 
wood's most prestigious special 
effects men. Peter Ellenshaw,, Acad- 
emy Award winning artist, noted for 
his work on Disney's "20,000 Leagues

Under the Sea" and "Mary Poppins;' is 
production designer and the driving 
creative force behind "The Black 
Hole!' His son, Harrison, known for 
his extensive matte artistry for "Star 
Wars" created a record number of 
matte shots for "The Black Hole!' 

Eustace Lycett, who won Oscars 
for "Mary Poppins" and "Bedknobs 


and Broomsticks" and Art Cruick- 
shank, winner of an Academy Award 
in 1967 for "Fantastic Voyage," were 
in charge of special photographic 
effects. Danny Lee, who captured an 
award for "Bedknobs and Broom- 
sticks," supervised special visual 
effects. 

This stellar group is backed 


by the latest in camera technology. 
Disney wizardry has created a 
sophisticated system known as ACES 
(Automated Camera Effects System) 
ACES allowed much flexibility in 
movement in front of the camera, 
with maximum optical precision 
Computerized camera systems 
alone could not create the total visual 
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experience of a motion picture with 
the magnitude of "The Black Hole" 
Fantastic visual effects were created 
through the use of matte paintings 
Matte Artist Harrison F llenshaw 
explained, "Mattes are paintings on 
glass. Film of actors and parts of sets 
are projected on to the clear portions 
of the glass. We rephotograph both 


the painting and the projected film to 
create a new image that no one could 
duplicate without spending millions 
building sets in outer space" 

Under the experienced direction 
of Gary Nelson, the new Christmas 
release stars Maximilian Schell, 
Anthony Perkins, Robert Forster, 
Joseph Bottoms, Yvette Mimieux 


and Frnest Borgnine John Barry, 
another Oscar winner, will score the 
film "The Black Hole" screenplay 
was written by Jeb Rosebrook and 
Gerry Day from a story by Jeb Rose- 
brook and Bob Barbash and Richard 
Landau. It will be released by Buena 
Vista in 70mm Technovision and Color 
by Technicolor V 
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Although many of the 
performers on the Walt 
Disney World stage are 
audio-animatronic figures 
going through their paces unerringly, 
the most applauded members of the 
cast are not made of computerized 
circuits and intricate mechanical 
workings, but rather flesh and blood. 
On an average day, for instance, a 
Walt Disney World guest may come 
into contact with more than 15 hosts 
and hostesses before ever setting foot 
inside the Magic Kingdom, and once 
his day is over, he may have person- 
ally met over 75 cast members — 
serving food, answering questions, 
staffing attractions, or performing 
countless other on-stage roles. And 
just like the architecture, landscap- 
ing, entertainment and interior 
design, employees must be compati- 
ble with the essence of each area. 

Supported by the world's largest 
working wardrobe, the cast is out- 
fitted by more than 500 different 
styles of copyrighted costumes — 
each designed and tailored by the 
Disney Costume Division. It requires 
nearly two million separate items of 
clothing and accessories to outfit the 
approximately 12,000 employees who 
are on stage. 

Each costume is an original, 
carefully designed while keeping in 
mind a number of important consid- 
erations. First among these is com- 
patibility with the theme. 

Whether the costume brings to 
life a character from a Disney movie, 
recreates a mood from the past, or 
suggests a look for the future, the 
vital ingredient is not necessarily 
realism, but a blending of the real and 
the imaginary. Take for example a 
costume reminiscent of the Gothic 
period — the time frame set for 
Cinderella Castle. Garb from this 
era was laced or tied together and 
materials used were silk and wool. 


Obviously jt would be imprac- 
tical for employees in King Stefan's 
Banquet Hall to wear such apparel, 
so the wardrobe department created 
a costume that approximates the 
look, but employs modern sewing 
techniques, fabrics, and items such 
as zippers and snaps. 

Another primary factor in cos- 
tume design is comfort, and in many 
cases, authenticity must be compro- 
mised for the sake of the employee 
wearing the costume and for the job 
it's designed to do. For instance, on 
Main Street, U.S.A., where the archi- 
tecture and decor reflect turn-of- 
the-century America, to be com- 
pletely authentic, female employees 
would have to be attired in heavily- 
garnished, voluminous skirts draped 
over tightly-laced corsets and cum- 
bersome bustles. But instead, de- 
signers chose a more practical stylized 
version of "Gay Nineties" fashions 
and Main Street hostesses simply 
wear long skirts, striped shirt-waist 
blouses, and loose ties to suggest 
the desired look. 

Disney costume designers must 
also take into consideration the 
physical characteristics of the loca- 
tion where the costume will be worn. 
They examine the color scheme, 
lighting, and obstacles such as stairs. 
To avoid an obvious safety hazard in 
the Columbia Harbor House restau- 
rant where hostesses must go up and 
down stairs, a long skirt was out of 
the question and instead a Colonial- 
period, rural-styled or calf-length 
skirt proved more practical. 

Besides the task of maintaining 
a working wardrobe for the Magic 
Kingdom and resort employees, the 
Costume Division is also responsible 
for costumes for parades, special 
events, live entertainment groups, the 
Walt Disney characters, and more 
than 1,000 special garments donned 
by Audio-Animatronic figures in 
many of the Magic Kingdom 
attractions. 


"It's a Small World" features 
more than 600 figures in native dress 
from every section of the globe. In 
fact, Disney costume designers trav- 
eled 25,000 miles gathering fabrics 
and accessories for the show. "The 
Hall of Presidents" also required 
extensive research to assure that each 
of the Presidential figures is dressed 
correctly. Special fabrics were sought 
and in some cases rewoven. Even the 
methods of stitching used in bygone 
eras were duplicated. 

The Main Street Electrical 
Parade — which bedazzles nighttime 
visitors with more than a half-million 
lights, requires equally spectacular 
costumes for its characters. Some 
members of the parade are clad in 
dresses trimmed with as many as 
250 individual light bulbs which are 
powered by as many as seven battery 
units. Though the costumes weigh up 
to 25 pounds, the dancers gracefully 
twirl their way through the Magic 
Kingdom. 

The Costume Division's role in 
the continually developing Disney 
show includes researching, design- 
ing, and producing new costumes, 
redesigning and updating existing 
costumes, as well as daily laundering, 
dry-cleaning, and repairing so that 
every item — basic garments, shoes, 
hats, ties, belts, scarves, spats, cuff 
links, and riding crops — is clean and 
ready to go at a moment's notice. 

Although costuming the cast is 
just one ingredient in the overall 
themed show, it plays a vitally im- 
portant role in helping to create the 
mood. Whether a steamboat captain, 
a Polynesian Resort lodging hostess, 
or a monorail pilot, each cast mem- 
ber is assigned a specially-designed 
wardrobe to complement the total 
scene. V 
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Dressing the set for Big Thunder 


All the world's a stage. 

The legend that is Big Thunder 
will soon be roaring to life to the 
acclaim of thousands of Disneyland 
guests eager to experience the new 
and exciting attraction. A runaway 
mine train will twist its way into the 
foreboding chasms and abandoned 
mine shafts of Big Thunder Mountain 
. . . speeding along as if pushed by 
something supernatural! 

Brave passengers on the Big 
Thunder Mountain Railroad are 
treated to an exhilarating ride into 
dark caverns where eerie stalactites 
drip water into phosphorescent pools 
shimmering in rainbows of color. 

At times they experience shivers of 
apprehension as the deafening roar of 
an underground earthquake threatens 


to seal off the daylight at the top of 
the tunnel. 

But Big Thunder is more than a 
rebellious mine train. It's an entire 
authentic Old West setting of a turn- 
of-the-century mining operation . . . 
surrounded by majestic rock forma- 
tions amidst a landscape of deep reds 
and purples. Building a dynamic 
attraction such as this involved many 
hours of labor and creative thinking 
by a team of WED "Imagineers" — the 
Walt Disney experts in imaginative 
concepts and design. It also took 
hours of "set dressing" to provide the 
proper atmosphere and to make the 
setting realistic according to its theme. 
In order to dress this gigantic "set;' it 
took equally majestic artifacts and 
relics from the past to make the scene 


believable. Two dedicated Disneyites, 
Pat Burke and Lee Congiardo, contrib- 
uted immensely to the attraction's 
credibility. Pat Burke grew up in the 
Mojave desert area with a natural 
curiosity for old mines and their trea- 
sures. Lee Congiardo acquired the 
same interest as a youth. Finding the 
authentic props for Big Thunder took 
this team to many locations in the 
USA. 

An old rusty stamp mill will 
celebrate its 100th birthday when 
Disneyland celebrates its 25th — in 
1980. The mill, plus tons of rock con- 
taining silver, bromite, quartz and 
tungsten which make up the walls 
leading into Big Thunder Depot, were 
trucked from the deserted Silver 
Queen Mine on the Mojave Desert. 
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There is a 1200 lb. cog wheel 
which was once used in the chemical 
breaking down process. It is one of 
only three in existence in the world. 
There's a 400 lb. ore bucket. A hand- 
driven drill press. A gigantic winch 
motor which was converted from fuel 
combustion to steam power by the 
Imagineers. Giant cogs, gears, hand 
tools, blocks and pulleys, an alarm 
bell and a dredge shovel all add to the 
atmosphere of the "deserted " mine. 
All artifacts are strategically placed 
where they would be in an actual 
working mine. 

Disney's persistent pair of relic 
hunters acquired other "Early Ameri- 
can Rust;' as Pat labels it, from aban- 
doned mines in Nevada, Colorado, 
Minnesota and Wyoming as well as 


museums, swap meets and private 
donations. Because some mines are 
being reopened and the equipment 
used again, and because some have 
been burned out completely, it is 
becoming increasingly difficult for 
Pat and Lee to locate mining 
paraphernalia. 

Now that Big Thunder has 
opened, Pat and Lee must direct their 
efforts to a sister attraction for 
Walt Disney World. The Florida ad- 
venture, similar but not an exact 
copy of Disneyland's, is scheduled 
for completion next year. 

Walt Disney envisioned the 
whole of Disneyland as a giant stage. 
A stage on which the audience is 
invited to walk onto the sets ... to 
participate in the action. Not unlike 


set decorators for movies and tele- 
vision, Pat Burke and Lee Congiardo 
are an integral part of a team of 
specialists whose efforts make those 
sets come alive in the imagination of 
the audience. Big Thunder Mountain 
Railroad is the lucky recipient of their 
special brand of Disney magic. V

Shakespeare 
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Formalized agreements for 
the future development of Tokyo 
Disneyland have been signed by 
Walt Disney Productions and the 
Oriental Land Company. The new 
project, similar in size and concept to 
Disneyland, will be constructed on a 
600-acre landfill peninsula on Tokyo 
Bay at a cost of approximately $300 
million and is scheduled for a 1983 
opening. 

Five major theme areas will be 
featured in the new Park— Adventure- 
land, Fantasyland, Westernland, 
Tomorrowland and the World Bazaar. 
According to Masatomo Takahashi, 
president of the Oriental Land Com- 


pany, there is no intention of making 
a "carbon copy" of Disney's existing 
theme parks, but to build a new and 
unique entertainment experience, 
"introducing new technology and 
creativity that will be enjoyed by the 
people of Japan and of the world'' 
Card. Walker, president and chief 
executive officer of Walt Disney 
Productions, called the agreement a 
"milestone" for the Company and said 
it was "appropriate that our first over- 
seas theme park venture should be in 
Japan because of the warm and strong 
friendship and business ties that exist 
between our countries and our 

peoples!' V

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W When the pros team up for 
action in the Walt Disney World 
National Team Championship Coif 
Classic, be prepared for the exciting, 
one-of-a-kind competition that 
follows. Co-for-broke drives, breath- 
taking putts, and careful team strategy 
are par for the course when profes- 
sional golfers are paired in teams — 
each going after its share of the 
$250,000 prize money. 

It's the Classic! And as always, 
it promises a week of fun, thrills, and 
all-out tournament play. 

Unlike any other tournament on 
the Men's PGA Tour, only the better of 
the team's two scores is recorded for 
each hole. This means the pressure is 
off the individual since he knows if he 
sends one into the woods, he can count 
on his partner to play it safe for the par. 
As a result, the fans see a lot of birdies 
and some spectacular shots they 
wouldn't normally see if the players 
didn't have a partner to lean on. 

It's a combination of teamwork, 
skill, luck, and faith in each other 
that will ultimately spell success 
for a team. And, if anything was 
proven by last year's Team Champion- 
ship, it was that it's anybody's guess 
who will land in the winner's circle. 

With about a thousand-to-one 


shot of placing first over some of the 
tour's top players, Wayne Levi and 
Bob Mann were teamed at the last 
minute, but they went on to shoot a 
brilliant, 34-under par score of 254 — 
just enough for them to top the 
veteran team of Lanny and Bobby 
Wadkins' score of 257. 

This year, Tournament week 
begins on Monday, October 22, with 
qualifying rounds on Tuesday fol- 
lowed by the festive, pro-am pairing 
party when professionals and 
amateurs are matched for the next 
day's twin, pro-am tournaments. 

Official action gets underway 
Thursday when 104 teams tee off on 
the 6,951-yard Palm and 7,222-yard 
Magnolia courses at the Walt Disney 
World Golf Resort. The 35 top-scoring 
teams, plus ties — who survive — the Joe 
Lee-designed courses continue in the 
third round of play on Saturday. 

Sunday's final round sees action 
on the Magnolia course. At the end of 
the day, a musical awards ceremony 
introduces the winners on the 18th 
green along with a trio of famous 
Disney duffers — Mickey, Goofy and 
Donald Duck. It's an appropriate 
touch of fun for the National Team 
Championship where golf and good 
times are always a winning team. 
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Don Tait holds an uncommon 
position for a Hollywood screen- 
writer. Today, most writers free-lance 
for a variety of studios as indepen- 
dent producers, unlike thirty years 
ago when each studio had its own 
"stable" of writers. Tait signed a con- 
tract six years ago to write exclusively 
for the Walt Disney Productions' 
family-oriented enterprise, and is 
quite obviously delighted with his 
present working environment. 

"I feel closer to the people I 
work with here than in any other 
studio;' says Tait. "I'm not just a cog 
in a wheel. I'm a person here!' 

Tait has scripted a number of 
popular Disney features, among them 
"The Castaway Cowboy;' "Snowball 
Express" "The Shaggy D A." "The 
Treasure of Matecumbe" and "The 
Apple Dumpling Gang;' 

He is currently enjoying the 
distinction of having written three 
Disney films released this year: "The 
North Avenue Irregulars" "The Apple 



Dumpling Gang Rides Again;' and 
"Unidentified Flying Oddball" In 
addition, Tait's creative talents have 
permitted him to assume the role of 
associate producer on "Unidentified 
Flying Oddball" along with Hugh 
Attwooll. He will do so again on his 
upcoming screenplay, "Herbie Goes 
Bananas" — a fresh chapter in the 
continuing saga of Herbie the 
Volkswagen. 

As many screenwriters do, Tait 
learned his craft first as a reader 


(story analyst) for Warner Bros., 20th 
Century-Fox and MGM. TV producing 
and screenwriting assignments with 
Columbia and Universal came soon 
after. He authored episodes for such 
classics as "Maverick" "Dr. Kildare" 
and "Combat" and served as associ- 
ate producer on "Cheyenne;' "Hawai- 
ian Eye;' "77 Sunset Strip" and "Surf- 
side Six" 

Success and recognition may 
appear elusive to young screen- 
writers, but Tait urges them to exer- 
cise their writing skills as much as 
possible and not feel totally rejected 
when a story doesn't sell promptly. 
And, Tait is the first to admit that 
"talent" is purely subjective — a fact 
supported by the "C" grade his son 
received on a writing project, sub- 
mitted with the help of his dad. 

Disney audiences agree that Don 
Tait is a masterful storyteller whose 
characters on the silver screen have 
served to provide fantasies with 
which we all can identify. V 
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CXs^hat could be more intriguing 
and exciting than an underwater 
voyage deep into the mysterious 
realm of the silent world beneath the 
sea?

Giant 
Alaskan king crabs joust on a nearby 
rock as schools of barracuda cruise in 
organized flight out of beds of age- 
old coral. From out of the mysterious 
caves emerge giant clams, octopi and 
the slithery moray eel. Monstrous 
groupers graze in disinterested 
silence in swaying beds of kelp. 

Suddenly sonar detects a polar 
ice cap directly ahead, and the diving 
officer takes the sub deeper into the 
waters to avoid the ice. Here, the sub- 
marine journeys where sunlight has 
never penetrated. Here nature has 
supplied its inhabitants with their 
own eerie luminescence. Here at the 
bottom of the sea, life is always in 
suspension. 

All too soon, the submarine 
reaches the surface as preparations 
are made to enter port. "All ashore" 
signals that all lines are secured, and 
it is time to step out into a more 
familiar landscape, that once was 
itself a part of the mysterious, restless 
ocean floor.
